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Advisory Remarks 

Applicant's amendment of January 22, 2006 has been carefully considered. The 
rejection of claims16-24 have been carefully reconsidered. 

In the interview of 14 December 2006 applicant asserted that the particularly 
claimed tab dimensions now set forth in independent claims were "critical" to his 
invention, yet the remarks accompanying the amendment fail to indicate why such 
dimensions are "critical" to the invention. Moreover, a through review of the 
specification provides no explanation as to why the specifically claimed tab dimensions 
of Va inch wide by 1/16 inch thick are critical to the invention - e.g. provides for any 
advantages over a tab dimensioned 1 /4 inch by % inch or a tab dimensioned 1 inch by 
1/3 inch. In the applied art, Lustig et al '384 and Lustig '140 a tab is disclosed, but no 
specific dimensions are given for the tab. One of ordinary skill in the art desiring to 
practice the Lustig et al '384 invention or the Lustig '140 invention would be required to 
provide the dimensions for the tabs based on their own knowledge and experience. 
The examiner, after a through review, is of the position that such a person of ordinary 
skill in the art would have found the particularly claimed dimensions of % by 1/16 for the 
tab to fall well within a range that such an ordinarily skilled artisan would have found 
obvious in practicing the Lustig et al and Lustig inventions. The particularly claimed 
dimensions in and of themselves are insufficient in distinguishing the claimed invention 
from the prior art. 
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Additionally with respect to claim 22, the claim is of such a broad construction 
that it would appear to read on a wooden stick having % inch by 1/16 inch dimensions - 
wherein a front end part of the stick is the body, a middle part of the stick is the 
undefined receiver, and the rear end of the stick is the tab. The claim is clearly not 
patentable.
